NEW REGULATIONS 

Newly proposed federal regula- 
tions were due to go into effect 
in November 1973 but have been 
delayed until January 1975， In 
sum，they state that to be eli- 
gible, families must be AFDC re- 
cipients within the last 12 
months; or potential recipients， 
which has been redefined as the 
possibility of being on AFDC in 
the coming six months. 

According to Gail Abma，child 
welfare supervisor of the Depart- 
Iment of Social Services，these 
new regulations mean that eligi- 
bility is，in essence，limited to 
only welfare or single-parent 
families. : 

Since the majority of Chiriese 
families consist of working par- 
ents who are not on welfare, and 
Since most Chinese families are 
two-parent rather than single- 
parent，these priorities discrimi- 
nate against Chinese families as 
well as _ all two-parent working 
tamilies，said Doreen Der，Ppro- 
gram director of the Chinatown 
Community Children's Center.

Yee emphasized that all serv- 
jices are absolutely free; and that 
Asian, Inc. has no proprietary ip- 
terest in its _ clients” business.

An important part of Asian， 
Inc.'"s operation is helping Asian- 
Americans to start their own 
businesses. Qualified clients can 
obtain government-guaranteed 
bank loanris to finance their busi- 
nesses, Yee said. 

“A person "Who comes in here 
needs about 20 per cent (of pro- 
posed business) in money，goods 
and_ services owned,” he said. 
The difference is made up by an 
approved bank loan，90 per cent 
of which is- guaranteed for re- 
paymentto the bank by the Small 
Business Administration (SBA). 

Yee saidthat the SBA-guaran- 
teed loans are better deals than 
otherbusiness loansbecausethey 
allow longer periods of payback 
at.a lower interest rate than the 
prime rate. For the first quarterT 
of this year alone，Yee Said， 
Asian, Inc. has helped to package 
$1,168,500 in loans，$550,500 of 
which have already been ap- 
proved.

CHINESE PARENTS PROTEST 
_INTEGRATION PLANS

“Richmond,- -Marina，China- 
town-North Beach Chinese Par- 
ents Protest” was ”more than 
merely a placard flaunted before 
members of the Board of Educa- 
tion last Tuesday， Hundreds of 
ranting parents，workers and 
community persons swamped 
Nourse Auditorium to protest imn- 
equities engendered by the sec- 
ondary school desegregation 
guidelines approved by the board 
March 5. 


Although their enthusiasm was 
muffled for more than two hours 
While the board debated other 
matters on the agenda, the Chi- 
nese contingent remained fiery 
when their turn to speak finally 
came. With their sSupporters ris- 
ingtumultuously from their seats 
and WwWaving their banners at 
every turn, the speakers admon- 
ished the board for its failure to 
communicate adequately the 
ramifications of the integration 
plan，for the long distances the 
students will have to travel under 
the secondary desegregation 
plan，and for the lack of commu- 
nity input in the adopted pro- 
posal. 

The district's integration plan， 
as 这 currently stands,， calls for 
the integration of grades kinder- 
garten through 10 in September， 
with grades 11.and 12 to be de- 
segregated in the following two 
years，Under an ethnic pocket 
formula，secondary school stu- 
dents will be assigned to schools 
outside their neighborhoods on 
the basis of race in order to 


achieve racial balance in the 
Schools to within a 15 per cent 
deviation from the population of 
each ethnic group in the city. 
BUSING BURDEN 
Although the student assign- 
ment plan adopted follows guide- 
lines which encourage a mini- 
mum disruption of students, the 
number of students who will be 
bused at the secondqary level rep- 
resents nearly 18 per cent of the、 
city"s junior high population. The 
assignments place the brunt of 
the busing burden on minority 
students，especially blacks and 
Chinese，who constitute，in toto，

tenth grade level. 

At the junior high. school level， 
36.2 per'cent of those bused wii 
be black; 32 per cent Asian; 14.9 
per cent white;j 13.3 per. cent 
Spanish-surnamedi; and 3.6 per 
cent other non-white. 

“Unequal Rights” and “Why 
Chinese and Blacks Only”… 
pumped two signs. “We dont 
oppose integration,，" declared 
Ernest Wong,“(but) give us a 
little consideration.” The 4-3 ap- 
proval of the plan in March，he 
claimed，signifies that little con- 
sideration was given to its devel- 
opment，thereby “passing the 
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21 ( 卫 /W 5/22). 

In reference to the report and in 
defense of the paper's reason for 
printing it, Young China said that 
its editors“ “firmly believe that all 
ideas on any controversial issue 
should be publicized. [The edi- 
tors] also hoped that this leads to 
an awareness and understanding 
by the public of differing view- 
points on a controversial issue.” 

For the purpose of making 
known all the facts, Young China 
said that 让 called on Chinese 
Hospital to release information 
on its loan agreements with banks 
and on its finances of this year 
and previous ones.

DUAL CITIZENSHIP REJECTED 


Traditionally，when a Chinese lett China and migrated to 
another country, he would vow to be loyal to China, to remain 
Chinese in his life-style, to pass on Chinese language and cul- 
pure to his childqren, to resist assimilation, and to return to his 
nome village eventually. The idea of becoming a citizen of an- 
ather nation and to sette permanently in another land Was 
iotally foreign and unacceptable to a Chinese. But due to the 
hangimng political and economic climate of the world in this 
:entury, many Chinese immigrants have become naturalized 
:itizens of other nations，Most regard themselves as dual 
nationals. They pledge allegiance not to their new home，but 
to a Chinese government. They participate in all the spectrum 
ef political activities of China. And they still vow to return to 
LUbina to live in retirement some day. 

We pick no beef with those who choose to remain citizens of 
hina. ach to his preference. We respect each individual's 
reedom of choice, However，we must voice our objection to 

ne concept of dual nationality， 

Dual citizenship，when taken half-heartedly, is a dqeceptive 
Jevice to gain all the advantages ofthe adopted nation without 
adeep sense of commitment and loyalty. At its worst，dual 
2itizenship could make a_ cultural-political schizoid 'oiit of a 
3erson. However, its unpardonable sin is in its ability to de- 
sensitize a person to his community's needs. 

Much of the overseas Chinese problems in southeastern 
Asia could be traced to the lack of racial harmmony and commu- 
nity involvement. The pojlitical turmoil of China_during the 
past century has sent ripples everywhere and has rocked the 
growth and stability of many a Chinese community. Because 
many Overseas Chinese were deeply involved in the politics of 
China, the natives tended to regard them as foreigners and to 
resent thbhe existence of Chinese “colonies.” Regrettably， 
many racial strifes inflicted heavy casualties on the Chinese. 
Even sadder is the plight of the second and third generations， 
who have grown Up pledging their loyalty to a vague father- 
land which they have never seen，and have inherited all the 
hatred and misunderstanding of a divided community. 

Part of the blame lies squarely on political instability im 
China. For a long time，China took pride in claiming all over- 
Seas Chinese as her own and went to the extent of maintaining 
a governmental department to administer the overseas Chi- 
nese affairs and stationing permanent representatives overT- 
seas to direct activities. For this reason，we have taken notice 

-ofthe changing attitude in Peking the pastthree years, and on 
more than one occasion urged the Chinese government to 
clarify the issue and to renounce dualcitizenship. On May 31， 
1974, the Chinese government,， in a joint communique with 
the government of Malaysia, finally declared that it does not 
recognize duaj citizenship.* 

Thus ended an era. 

May this pronouncement channel the energy and dedication 
of many Chinese-Americans back to the benefit of our commu- 
Dalty. 


*x “Both the Government of the People's Republic of China and the Govern- 
ment of Malaysia declare that they do not recognize dual nationality， Pro- 
ceeding from this principle, the Chinese Government considers anyone of 
Chinese origin who has taken up of his own will or acquired Malaysian 
nationajity as automatically forfeiting Chinese nationality.” (Taken from

Chronicle's coverage of the Board 
of Education meeting June 11 
with 卫 /W readers，The com- 
Iments were addressed to Charles 
de Young Thieriot，editor and 
publisher of the Chronicle. 

“TIwant to call your attention to 
a Chronicle article，'School Board 
Argues Busing Plan Exceptions” 
(page 6，June 12，1974，Home 
Edition) by Ron Moskowitz. 
purported to report last evening's 
SFUSD Board of Education meet- 
ing at which several hundred 
members of the Latino and Chi- 
nese communities gathered to 
demonstrate their concerns about 
bilingual education and the pro- 
posed integration plan. 

“T was present at the meeting 
from 7:30p,m.to 11:15 p.m. Dur- 
jng the first three hours，the 
issue of bilingual education pro- 
grams and student assignment， 
particularly at Horace Mann Jun- 
ior High，was discussed at length 
and resolved. From about 10:25 
to ]0:50，several Chinese speak- 
ers, SUpported by the presence of 
over200mostly Chinese-speaking 
parents,” arose to express their 
displeasure with the inequities of 
the integration plan. The speak- 
ers included Ernest Wong,，Victor 
Quan，Tsiwen Law， 玉 qdwina 
Poon Cherrington，Sue Lim and 
Verna Tanm . 

“In Moskowitz's article, the suc- 
cessful challenge'by the-Latinos 
was Well noted, but not ore word 
made mention of the fact that 
Chinese Speakers and Chinese 
parents came en masse to display 
their concerns，Along with the 
article was also a picture showing 
unmistakable Chinese parents 
with their raised protest signs 
written in Chinese and English. 
However, the caption underneath 
did not idqentify who the people 
Were Or state Why they were 
there. 

“IT called up Moskowitz and 
asked him about the blatantomis- 
sions， He contended that his 
original article reported the Chi- 
nese、presence，but one of the 
night editors edited out that par- 
ticular portion of the story. When 
Ipressed him for a name，he ex- 
plained that the original could 
have passed through any one of 
18 night editors, and he wouldn't 
bother to determine which one. 

“But then Moskowitz told me 
something which did not follow 
from what he just said. He men- 


tioned that there was an 11:00 ， 


p.m, deadline he had to meetthat 
pirecluded any reporting of the 
Chinese protest. I reminded him 
that the Chinese were visibly and 
noisily evident from 7:3:0 p.m. on 
and that the Chinese speakers 
addressed the Board sometime 
between 10:25 and 10:50.， How 
could he have failed to notice 
their presence and their expres- 
sion of concerns for the entire 
evening?2? Besides，worried par- 
ents from Presidio Junior High 
spoke about student assignment 
shortly after 11:05 and yet their 
presence and remarks were duly 
reported. 

“Whatever the story，there 
remains this notorious contradic- 
tion: Moskowitz said the original 
article included references to the 
Chinese，but he then turned 
around and gave some 了 limsy ra-

tionale as to why their protest 
could not be reported in the first 
Place. 

“Ron Moskowitz has insulted 
the Chinese_ community and all- 
the Chinese who were there that 
evening. But worse than that, he， 
as 卫 ducation Correspondent of a 
major newspaper，has neglected 
responsibility to journalism 's 
most sacred code regarding fair， 
honest and truthful reporting of 
the news.”

ecause of a continuous stream of 
inisinformation Supplied to the 
community concerning actions on 
he desegregation lssue at vari- 
bus levels, she explained. 

Although a _ number of board 
members appeared sympathetic 
tO the cries reverberated at the 
Deeting，hnho_ action was taken 
either to redress the grievances 
aired by the Chinese speakers or 
to nullify the dissatisfaction felt 
by board members themselves 
concerning the Plan. 

LEGAL ACTION

This is the general round of pleasure for Chinese in all 
parts of the world. In Hong Kong the people enjoy mah jong and - 
have dinner at the same place 一 in restaurants. 

Just imagine the delight of a humble salary earner whemn asked 识 
the street by a millionaire magnate whether he would like to play 
mah jong. The answer will be in the affirmative，on the assumption 
that this is an invitation to a restaurant for this favorite game to be 
followed by a sumptuous qinner， 

”Then you better patronize Pearl- City restaurant,，' the successful 
businessman would say. “Menu prices are now .very Gas0Onai LS 
Justtellthem Iam your good friend.” 

This is of course no invitation, but sojlicitation，as the 全 is a 
major shareholdqer of this plush- restaurant reputed for its decor， 
SerVice，pDresentation and fancy prices. But business has been slack 
since the collapse in the stock market in March 1973, aggravated by 
galloping inflation . 

The peak Hang Seng index figure of 1700 in the stock market in 
mid-March last year took a nosedive down to barely above 300 in 
May 1974. Billions of dollars were lost. 

Chinese investors are under the impression that “U.K. specula- . 
tors… (financiers from Britain) came in to reap windfalls while the 
shares plummeted during the summer and fall of 1973. Now very few 
peopletajlk about the stock market because of the doldrums. 

In the heyday of the bullish market between late 1972 and early 
1973, luncheon patrons of the Pearl City and other swanky restau- 
rants were at an advantage ifthey had some infantry training， espe- 
cially in raids and ambush. mm Hong Kong，Macau and cities 


_Taiwan，Cantonese restaurants at middqday serve Qz772 SU772 OF SnackSs 


which are carried on trays or on wheels around tables to be chosen by 
customers. These small dishes，which are more tasty than those 
served in American cities, are sold out in no time. 

In most restaurants the attendants passing round the snacks 
announce the names of the dishes, while in others the names of the 
dishes are described im Writing on small bamboo slabs to save the 
trouble of yelling out their various names. 

But local posh restaurants selling these Chinese hors d'oeuvres 
like hotcakes do not care to make known to hungry eaters the names 
of the covered dz su72. As a result，customers who do not want to 
mijiss their favorite dishes must waylay and raid the passing trays. 
Those who are not militarily inclined must then wait and be late in 
getting backto work after the usual one-hour lunch. 

Now these hectic days are all over. Crowds at restaurants at ]unch 
hour and evening are much smajller and steady gourmets are 
enjoying their favorite courses in a leisurely manner. But restaurant 
owiners, like the rich magnate out on solicitation,， are Worrying. 

High- class hotels are affected bythe decline in tourists, especially 
those 位 om Japan. Places of entertainment and night resorts are not 
as well patronized as in the days when prices and cost were of no 
major consideration . 

Local finance wizards,， praised for stabilizing the rocketing stock 
prices last year， prescribed apurgative instead of ]axity.

ILDREN THUMBS UP 


ByJUDY YUNG 


At one time,， being a non-Eng- 
lish-sSpeaking woman over 40 
meantone must either resign her 
fate to aChinatown sweatshop or 
Testaurant. But now with the be- 
ginning of Ding Ho Household 
Services, things have changed. 

_Ding Ho，which means ““top 
notch… in Chinese，was estab- 
lished under the auspices of Self- 
Help for the 了 Elderly in 1971 as a 
demonstration project to _ train 
Chinese women between the 
ages of 40 and 60 to do household 
cleaning. The program also pro- 


vides these women jobs with. 


wages that can be credited 
toward Social Security benefits 

Since the beginning of the pro- 
gram、five classes of approxi- 
mately 25 students each have 
graduated from the 12-week 
course. The majority of graduates 
have gained part-time work in 
households that offer 25 or more 
hours of employment in a calen- 
dar quarter and pay at least $2.50 
an hour，plus transportation and 
Social Security taxes， 、 

For a _ mother of six，such as 
Mrs. Gil Foon Hong, the program 
offers an alternative to the jobs of 
dishwasher and seamstress， 
Which she once held.“And at 55， 
my eyes arejust not good enough 
for sewing,”she said. 

FLEXIBLE HOURS 

Mrs. Chan，38 and newly ar- 
rived from Hong Kong, is another 
recent graduate of the program . 
She likes the idea of doing house- 
cleaning part-time and at flexible 
hours because 让 gives her a 
chance_-to spend time with her 
two young children. 

All Ding Ho graduates inter- 
Viewed agreed that the program 
was invaluable in providing them 
training and，most important， 
work that isnot “back-breaking,” 
considering their English lan- 
guage limitations and age. 

Said Mrs. Yee Mui Chan，50， 
“This is the best thing that has 
hapbpened since my coming to the 
U.S. in 1971.”MT. Chan，at the 
age of 67, has had difficulty find- 
ing suitable work and has been 
unable to collect Social Security 
benefits. Their three children live 
away from the city and all work 
part-time while attending college. 

MTrs. Chan herself works at a 
Chinatown restaurant as a dish- 
Washer from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
and again from 4p.m. to 11 p.m. 
for $300 a month. Upon gradua- 
tion from the Ding Ho program 
Friday，she quit her dishwasher 
job and looks forward to her up- 
coming job as ahousekeeper. 

HELPFUL STAFF 

Part ofthe reason why students 
of the Ding Ho program are So 
satisfied with the program is the 
staff，who hot only are patient 
and helpful during the duration 
of the coursework, but are equal- 
ly helpful after graduation . 

For 12 weeks，Ding Ho stu- 
dents attend classes four times a 
Week from 9 a.m. to 12 noon， 
where they learn house-cleaning 
methods and proceduresi the use 
of cleaning products and domes- 
tic appliances; consumer educa- 
tion; elementary cooking; Super- 
market shopping; employer-em- 
ployee relationship; record-keep- 
ing; and conversation English 
and domestic vocabulary. Addi- 
tional classes on cooking，atten- 
dant care, and nutrition are DOW 
being planned. 

Two class days a Week are 
spent at 1537 Pacific Ave., a flat 
which houses the Ding Ho offices，

where students receive practical 
training. 

According to Florinda Huang, a 
University of California graduate 
in home economics and nutrition， 
the most difficult things to teach 
these students are housekeeping 
procedures and the proper use of 
products. 

They know how to clean house， 
she said，but they have no_ con- 
cept of housekeeping style as 让 
applies to “luxurious” homes. 
And because they cannot read， 
Huang must introduce them to 
the use of such products as “MT. 
Clean,” “Pine-Sol,”and “Win- 
dex.” 

Atthe completion of the course- 
work,， students take a final exam 
by cleaning one of the Alexis 
apartments downtown wher 
senior citizens reside. 

PLACEMENT 

After graduation，Ding 瑞 o 
staff, whbich consists of a program 
director，a Ding Ho Association 
coordinator，two part-time field 
work students，and a part-time 
Secretary，Pplace the women in 
housekeeping jobs and actually 
take them to each place of em- 
ployment. They also do follow-up 
and insure that housekeepers are 
not exploited. 

When askedhow confident she 
feels in am actual work situation 
with an employer who speaks 
only English, one.Ding Ho gradu- 
ate replied， “Sometimes yoUu 
don't need to be told what to do. 
[It's common sensethatunwashed 
dishes in the sink means they re 
waiting to be washed， Other 
times，I communicate with ges- 
tures. IIget desperate, 工 know I 
can still call Ding Ho on the tele- 
phone forhelp.” 

Donna Yick, director, said Ding 
Ho is one program where busing 
helps;， since Ding Ho house- 
keepers go all over the city. “We

even get calls from Tiburon， 
Mountain View and Hillsbor- 
ough,”said Yick. And as soon as 
she can figure out a feasible way 
*of getting housekeepers out to 
those areas, She plans to fill those 
jobs. 

By traveling to areas outside of 
Chinatown, these women are able 
to broaden their perspective of 
life environment，she said. Also， 
she added, they gain confidence 
in themselves and learn that they 
don'tneed to be fluent in English 
in order to find a decent job. 

REPUTATION 

Admittedly，there are cultural 
problems that makeit difficult for 
Ding Ho staft to place house- 
keepers. There are some house- 
keepers who refuse to work for 
single male employers even 让 
they are old and bedridden.“It's 
amatter of their reputation being 
tarnished,” explained Yick. 

On another occasion，a house- 
keeper complained that her em- 
ployer kept naked statues in his 
home.“'I tell them to just dust 
them and move on,”said Yick. 

Because of these difficulties， 
part of the coursework has been 
geared to counseling and educat- 
jing students on taste in decor as 
well as differences in living situa- 
tions, explained Yick. 

Yick feels _ the program has 
been successful because the need 
for such a program was first de- 
fined by older persons using com- 
munity agencies.“It has proved 
that older persons can find gain- 
ful employment 让 given proper 
training,' she said. 

FIRST CRACKS 

Women between the ages of 40 
and 60，unemployed or under- 
employed，of low income，and 
non-English-speaking are given 
first crack at the program. They 
receive no stipends and pay no 
fees to participate in the pro-
